we have brought home the most 
deoressed and impoverished 
nations of the dispersion from 
Eastérn Europe and the Is- 


lamic countries. This huge and 


rapid growth of population 
is unprecedented ‘elsewhere. 
Yet it Has been secured in a 
waste and ruined land, which 
is still not at rest from its 
enemies, near and far," and 
whose young Government is 
not yet firm enough to pro- 
vide the essential services of 
a modern State. In addition, 
the bulk of the immigrants 
came here without any means 
_O& property of their own, while 
the new State emerging in the 
throes of war, (was bereft of 
the capital, or’ food, houses, 
implements or equipment or 
raw materials to sustain the 
newcomers, house or employ 
them. 

Many. including even 
friends, perceived in our Dec- 
laration of Independence four 
years ago a @prious danger to 
eur community.
